Across a widening span of years 
a question frequently asked over 
the nation has been, ‘‘What has 

become of Ellis 
Arnall?” 


The answer 
now is at hand. 


In a sort of Rip 

Van Winkle cha- 

rade Ellis Gibbs 

Arnall awoke 

from a 10-year 

political nap to 

appear on a 

Georgia _televi- 

sion panel and announce that he 

was considering a comeback try 
in politics. 


He refused to set the date. 


His platform, he said, will be a 
complete abolition of the state’s 
iniquitous county unit system and 
‘maintenance of the public schools 
at whatever cost. He believes 
‘there would be but few Negro chil- 
dren who would wish to transfer 
to white schools and that a pupil 
placement law would enable any 
community to maintain control. 


Ellis Arnall became a national 
figure in 1943-47 when he was a 
‘reform governor of Georgia. His 
enemies, and he has many, espe- 
cially among those who fawned on 
him most when he was in office, 
even yet do not like to admit the 
excellence of his administration. 
But he brought major, long over- 
due reform to a state long dis- 
graced by its chain-gang prison 
system, by a school system vul- 
nerable to the whims of the chief 
executive, and an absence of con- 
stitutional ‘protection for other de- 


partments of government. There 
was no thieving during his years 
in office. Even his most violent 
opponent never even suggested | 
that Gov. Arnall or any of his kin | 
had a hand in the state till. 


National Figure 


So swiftly and dramatically 
were the reforms won that Gov. 
Arnall became, almost overnight, 
a national figure. Presidept 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was at- 
tracted to him, as were national 
political leaders of the Democrats. 


Any man worth his salt is am- 
bitious. Gov. Arnall was no ex- 
ception. His great error was in 
listening to the blandishments of 
‘those who sought to persuade him 
ito try and have one of his reforms 
‘set aside—that of the four-year-no- 
‘succession term. He was hesitant 
‘and uncertain. When he did have 
‘friends in the Legislature intro- 
duce the necessary constitutional 
amendment, support for it was 
not well planned. It failed by a 
‘small margin. A greater mistake 
was a second try. The veteran 
‘professionals, whose political posi- 
‘tion demanded they always sup- 
‘port a winner, deserted him. 


Yet, even though he had lost 
much of his following, so great 
‘was the esteem in which he was 
held that the candidate whom he 
supported to succeed him received 
a majority of more than 16,000 
votes. Yet, he was defeated by 
the workings of the state’s iniqui- 
tous unit system which can nullify 
the popular vote. 


Ahead of Time 

One of Arnall’s handicaps was 
in being ahead of his time. Today 
the gap has narrowed. He had be- 
come, while governor, a much 
sought-after lecturer. He produced 
two books. Once out of office he 
attracted, as a lawyer, a growing, 
lucrative practice. The fact that 
he was not crushed by the defeat 
of his ambitions but became a 
successful attorney seemed to in- 
furiate his enemies. They charged 
that he had defamed the state by 
describing the reforms which had 
‘been so necessary. They called 
him traitor for saying that the 
‘Sout h’s educational standards 
‘were low and that the schools and 
ithe universities were not well sup- 
‘ported. In all the furiously angry, 
clamorous attack on him, it gen- 
erally was overlooked that even 
‘the noisiest were not denying the 
‘major points of his lectures. One 
of the ironies, so often produced 
by the passing years, has been 
that governors since his term 
have made as major objectives 


For about 10 years Arnall has 
kept his nose on the Blackstone 
grindstone.

2 Satellite Firings 
Indicated for Week 


WASHINGTON (#}—The United States may attempt 
to launch two earth satellites this week—a polar-orbit- 
ing Discoverer and the first three-in-one Vanguard. 


There was no confirmation of 
this, however, from either mili- 
tary officials or the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration. They have adopted a pol- 
icy of not saying in advance ex- 
actly when space experiments will 
be undertaken. 

Last week Aviation Daily, an 
industry publication, said an at- 
tempt will be made Monday to 
launch the three-in-one Vanguard 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla. Dr. 
John P. Hagen, director of Proj- 
ect Vanguard said on March 17 
that the three-way satellite would 
be launched “‘fairly soon.”

1. The empty case of the third- 
stage rocket—a metal tube weigh- 
ing about 52 pounds.

The 
latter is designed to serve as an 
inert carrier of the cancer-attack- 
ing nitrogen mustard until the lat- 
er can work its way through the 
blood sream into cells of the body 
‘including cancer cells. 


In effect, he told a reporter, 
its apparent action is roughly 
analagous to the way he ancien 
Greeks sneaked soldiers inside he 
walls of Troy by hiding them in 
a wooden “‘gift’’ horse. 


The intent with the drug ‘“‘Tro- 
jan horse ,”’ however, is to mini- 
mize undesirable toxic effects on 
healthy tissue while bringing as 
much punch as possible to bear 
on the cancer.

Radvin’s formal report to the 
meeting was coauthored by Drs.

The calendar in a very real sense, still 
reads 1916 as far as Georgia’s approach 
to the mental health problem is concerned. 

What efforts that have been made at 
improvements, and they have been all 
too feeble, were concentrated upon the 
Milledgeville State Hospital, And there 
state administrations over a period of 
years have exerted more energy toward 
creating a loud splash through construc- 
tion work than they have in bettering th 
treatment program for patients. ~ 

Over a long span of time, though, 
many an investigative group has rec- 
ommended sorely needed improvements 
that went beyond the politically popular 
expedient of pouring more and more mil- 
lions of dollars into brick and steel at 
the warehouse for inmates. 

Such a group, the National Commit- 
tee for Mental Hygiene, studied the prob- 
lem in 1916. As pointed out by Con- 
stitution staff writer Jack Nelson in an 
article yesterday, the committee urged 
the establishment of out-patient clinics 
over the state and a psychiatric center in 


Atlanta, stressed the need for having en-, 


tirely separate institutions for seniles 
and mental cases, cited Georgia’s lack of 
physicians trained in the treatment of 
mental and nervous diseases, criticized 
jail confinement of patients awaiting 
transfer to Milledgeville, etc. 

Such findings have a familiar ring. 
Many of them have been echoed through 
the years. But little has been done about 
them because of public apathy and the 
absence of state leadership in dealing 
with the core of the problem rather than 
the surface. 

The current investigating committee, 
composed of members of the Georgia 
Medical Assn. who are serving at no ex- 
pense to taxpayers, has been delving at 
length into reports of shocking condi- 
tions at the state hospital. Its report is 
expected to point out deficiencies and to 
suggest specific, immediate corrections. 
Long-range goals for the state to strive 
toward in the field of mental health also 
are anticipated. 

The question then will be what is to 
follow the recommendations. Past his- 
tory is discouraging. 


But the outlook is brighter this fime.. 


Dr. Bruce Schaefer, committee chair- 
man, reports Gov. Vandiver has promised 
his wholehearted support. 

Such being the case, Georgia will be 
in an excellent position to catch up with 
the times in the treatment of the men- 
tally ill and the citizens of this state 
would owe lasting gratitude to those re- 
sponsible.

Have Some ‘Deadwood’ 


The Dallas Morning News has made 
an interesting commentary on the state 
of local government in these United 
States. The News points out that in Cook 
County, IIL, (Chicago) there are 439 lo- 
cal governing bodies, six of which have 
authority to levy taxes in Chicago. The 
rest are in the suburbs. 

The News’ conclusion about the de- 
teriorating state of affairs in local gov- 
ernment should be read carefully by those 
politicians who are more interested in 
feathering their own nests at the expense 
of the taxpayers than in providing sane 
fiscal policies and efficient governmental 
units. The News says: 


“Local government must never be elimi- 
nated; there is too strong a trend toward 
centralized power in state capitals and in 
Washington. But if local government is to be 
saved, it must become more efficient, less 
costly, more representative. Wasteful, dupli- 
cating local divisions will invite federal aid 
and control in services. That will mean the 
end of local governments.” 


Surely if there is one area in which 
the states and local governments have 
fallen down on the job, it is in this 
tendency toward political empire-build- 
ing and unnecessary duplication of gov- 
ernment functions. 

It isn’t necessary to go all of the way 
to Cook County, IIl., to find examples of 
this costly practice.

The paddle wheels represent a 
new approach by space scientists 
toward solving one of the most 
difficult problems of space ve- 
hicles—the provision of a_ sus- 
tained source of electricity to) 
power its instruments and radio 
transmitters. 


Enclosed in the thin paddle 
wheels will be a larger number 
of solar cells which are capable 
of converting the radiation of the 
sun into electricity. The solar 
cells, in turn, will recharge the 
chemical batteries inside the 
satellite sphere. 


GENERATES ELECTRICITY 


Because of their large area and 
the fact that at least one. will 
always be pointed toward the 
sun, the paddle wheels are able 
to generate far more electricity 
than solar cells enclosed in the 
surface of the sphere—as in the 
Vanguard I satellite. 


The Vanguard I, which had six 
solar batteries, was the first suc- 
cessful application of solar power 
in satellites. The tiny satellite 
is still transmitting after more 
than a year in space. With its 
limited power, however, the sat- 
ellite is able to transmit only 
about one two-hundredths (0.005) 
of a watt of radio power. 


With the paddle wheel design, 
the space administration scientists 
hope to achieve a greater amount 
of power which will make it pos- 
sible to hear the space vehicle's |

Nixon explained that contrac- 
tors were working as fast as pos- 
sible without ‘“‘working around 
the clock.” 


Allison said that contracts for 
the Edgewood, Houston, and Au- 
burn avenue bridges would be let 
in the near future. He explained 
that part of the delay in the 
whole system was the relocation 
of water mains, sewers, and 
other utilities. 


Nixon said that all. land had 
been acquired for the connector, 
but that property acquisition was 
one of the main reasons for the 
slowness of the project. 

MAP ILLUSTRATES 

Allison brought to the television 
show a giant map with details 
of the proposed expressway routes 
marked, including the circum- 
ferential route around Atlanta. 


He pointed out that the ex- 
pressway system was not a traf- 
fic “cure-all.” 

“The system will just make it 
easier to get more cars into At- 
lanta,”’ Allison said. “Getting on 
and off the expressway will be a 
major problem.” 

Nixon said that the work on 
widening Piedmont road was un- 
der way.

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI)—A freak snowstorm 
spawned in the Gulf of Mexico streaked north along the 
eastern seaboard Sunday turning spring back to winter. 


Virginia’s pear and plum 
were by snow that fol- 
lowed last week’s summer - like 
weather.

The storm swooped down sud- 
denly on northwestern Virginia, 
dumping about five inches of 
both snow and sleet on flowering 
pear and plum trees. Highways in 
the Harrisonburg area were bank- 
ed with snow.

This corrective touching must 
be gentle, for the order goes on | 
to say that ‘“‘any fracture, con- | 
cussion, contusion, abrasion or 
welt upon a recruit shall be con- | 
sidered prima facie evidence of 
excessive force.’’

No. 9 Means Trouble 


So far none of the finny fellows has swum forward 
like aman and admitted it. But rumors persist that the 
fish take tranquilizers in the waters near hole No. 9, 
Sunset Hills Country Club golf course, Carrollton, Ga. 


They are telling the same story on the bass and crappies who 
operate in the vicinity of No. 6. It seems they are all disturbed to 
the last gill over intermittent fallout transpiring during daylight 
hours. 


It’s bad enough dodging those de- 
liciously designed hooks all of the time, 
they say, without being exposed to 
those misguidéd white missiles’ that 
come their way. 


Maybe they have a point. But their 
discomfort should be eased somewhat 
if one of the 10%-acre Sunset lake’s 
few delegates from the catfish fratern- 
ity would pass on this word: Those 
slices hurt the golfers a lot worse than 
they do the fish. 


Defending club champion Bill 
Warren can tell ’em from bitter 
recent experience. Warren was 
tournament chairman of this week- 
end’s Pomp Shaefer Memorial In- 
vitation. He also had the misfortune 
of watching a pretty fair shot off 

Logue the ninth tee make the fairway’s 
bootleg turn in style, then bound into the H20. 


Atlantan Lester Kelly, a several time winner of the Sunset 
Club’s spring competition and this year's first-day leader, observing 
Warren inspecting a half-submerged vessel for his wayward golf 
ball, remarked, ‘Bill, you nearly had the first ‘boat-in-one’ of the 
tournament.”’ 


After taking his penalty stroke and completing the easy part of 
the 425-yard trip to the final flag, Warren smiled and recalled the 
trouble “a friend of his once had there during another tournament. 
The friend was Eaton Chalkley, prominent Carrollton business man 
and husband of Susan Hayward, beauteous Academy Award winner. 


—Bad Boat Bounce and Eaton Was Beaten 


“Eaton and his opponent were even entering the ninth hole,” 
Warren said. ‘‘His opponent was up first and hit the ball into a 
tree on the fly. It bounced into the lake, into a boat and back out 
on the ground. He played it. 


“Eaton's shot landed in the boat and bounced into the water. 
It stayed there and cost him the match. There is no doubt that hole 
is quite a hazard.” 


Club manager Chris Chrisman supported Warren’s contentions 
about old No. 9 with additional illuminating facts. 


“Three or four times a summer our greenskeeper and some 
helpers use nets and dive to clear out the balls. The most they 
ever collected at one time was around 500. 


“Most of them are put there by good hitters, too. That is 
pointed out by the caliber of balls they find in the water. Most 
are good ones. These are sent away to be dried out and redone. 


“The hole presents a tremendous mental hazard,” Chrisman 
continued. “It’s about 405 yards on the fly across the water, so 
most golfers play the dogleg. I think one man, a couple of years 
ago, hit one to the green.” 


Although the Sunset Club course is kept handsomely groomed, 
another water hazard occasionally rears its head in the form of a 
snake. 


Mariettan J. Q. Todd said it took him five strokes with a three- 
iron to subdue a moccasin in Saturday's round. “I just wish I 
could take them off of my total (122 strokes at that time),”’ he said. 


Few aces have been scored on the rolling nine-hole layout. The 
four or five that Warren remembers nearly all came on the 145- 
yard second hole. That one is played from a raised tee to a raised 
green. 


—Shaefer Left a Great Golfing Heritage 


Infrequently—or virtually never—somebody's tee shot clears the 
ravine 205 yards to the sixth pin. 


“Just about all of the holes-in-one I have seen came on freak 
shots,"’ Warren said. ‘I was playing with Buddy Green when his 
drive hit a tree to the left of the sixth green and bumped into the 
cup.” 

Warren said he has never made an ace himself, but came 
extremely close a couple of years ago. The late Bert Prather, 
beloved Constitution golf scribe, was there to cheer him on. 


“I'm not a long ball hitter,” Warren said, ‘‘and I probably 
came that close only because the greens were raw and I[ got a 
good roll. The ball trickled an inch or so from the pin for a birdie. 
And Bert nearly had a fit about it.” 


Hugh Farmer, one of Newnan’s leading golfing enthusiasts, had 
a similar miss with a wedge shot on No. 5 Saturday. 


“The ball hit in the hole and bounced out,”’ the good-natured 
sportsman moaned. 


Teen-ager Mickey McMahon is the Sunset Hills nominee for 
best young golfer in the land. He won the national pee-wee cham- 
pionship at 12, club titles at 13 and 14 and was giving Kelly fits as 
Sundown came to Sunset Sunday. 


Swinging in the rain to a first nine 33, McMahon eventually 
became the first home town golfer to win the spring tournament, 
Warren recouped from Saturday’s setbacks and won the champion- 
ship flight's B division. 

They were the only Carrollton citizens among the 15 cham- 
pionship flighters. 


The late P. L. (Pomp) Shaefer, for whom the tournament is 
named, would have enjoyed that finish. Before his untimely death, 
Shaefer helped encourage all forms of links activity here, especially 
among the youngsters. He would have been proud of players, fans 
and course. 


Not to mention some of the finest fishing waters in the section. 
Four- and five-pound bass are not uncommon, and they are far 
less rare than eagles at this picturesque golf battleground.

New bowlers often ask, 
fits properly?” 


First, I'd suggest you let a qualified instructor check your ball 
and your hand: to see if it fits 
properly. But if you can’t do 
that, follow these tips. 

Your thumb should fit into 
the thumb hole and still be 
“comfortably loose.” There 
should be no sticking of the 
thumb as it comes out of the 
hole. Most thumbs swell slight- 
ly as you bowl, so allow for this, 
too. 

With your thumb in the 
thumb hole just lay your hand 
flat over the finger. holes. The 
middle joint of your two middle 
fingers should be about one- 
quarter of an inch past the 
near edge of the holes. 

Another method of meas- 
uring to see if you have a correct span is shown in today’s illus- 
tration. Place your thumb and fingers into the proper holes and 
lift the ball; next, insert a pencil under your palm. If you have 
a correct span, the pencil should fit in easily and be held in snugly. 
If the pencil is too loosely held under the palm, you can bet that 
your span is too narrow. Most incorrectly fitted bowlers use a 
ball with too narrow a span. Be on the lookout for this!

This formidable quartet—whose members were already world- 
famous—proposed a unique venture: A cempany devoted solely to 
the distribution and marketing of its members’ films. 


Friday will mark the 40th anniversary of United Artists, and its 
policies have changed little over the years. 


The company doesn’t tell the producer what to make, how to 
make it, or whom to make it with. Such a policy, says United 
Artists, makes for better films. 


To appreciate UA’s pioneer’ work in the film industry, it is 
necessary to consider a few of the earlier film titles released under 
its aegis: 


“Broken Blossoms,” “Way Down East,” “The Three Musket- 
eers,”” “Pollyanna,” “The Gold Rush,” “City Lights,”’ “Son of the 
Sheik,” “Sadie Thompson,” “‘Orphans of the Storm,” “Front Page,” 
“Arrowsmith,” “Scarface,” “The Private Life of Henry VIII,” “A 
Star Is Born,” “Wuthering Heights,” “Stagecoach,” ‘‘Of Mice and 
Men,” “Rebecca,” “Dodsworth,” “The Bridge of San Luis Rey.” 


Glittering Roster of Stars 


Or consider its glittering roster of past and present names: 
Samuel Goldwyn, Alexander Korda, John Barrymore, Gloria Swan- 
son Rudolph Valentino, Lionel Barrymore, Alla Nazimova, Mae 
Marsh, Buster Keaton, William S. Hart, Lillian and Dorothy Gish, 
W. C. Fields. 


By 1945, only two of the company’s original founders remained— 
Chaplin and Pickford. United Artists was still riding high with 
pictures like “The Story of G.I. Joe,” “Caesar and Cleopatra,” 
“Red River,” “Since You Went Away” and “Spellbound.” 


Then, suddenly, in an industry increasingly plagued by prob- 
lems of economy, jaded public taste and the spectre of TV, United 
Artists began to slip. Despite occasional blockbusters like Laurence 
Olivier’s “Henry V” and Stanley Kramer’s “Home of the Brave,” 
the company was dogged by the bogey of insufficient and poor- 
quality products. 


It looked like curtains for United Artists until a group of young 
executives headed by Arthur B. Krim stepped into the picture and 
assumed provisional management at the behest of Chaplin and 
Pickford. That was in February, 1951. 


Within six months, the company was in the black again. By the 
end of the year, UA showed a profit for the first time since 1946. 
In 1955, Chaplin and Pickford surrendered their control of the com- 
pany for a large cash settle t. UA’s estimated gross for 1958 will 
be $80,000,000, in comparison with $20,000,000 in 1951. 


Since 1951, UA’s successes have included “Marty,” “Around the 
World in 80 Days,” “The African Queen,” “High Noon,” ‘*The Moon 
Is Blue,” “Moulin Rouge,” “Paths of Glory,” “Witness for the

For 1959, the company has set aside $65,000,000 for investment 
in over 50 pictures. Not bad for a “lunatically” inspired outfit.

Mary Pickford, once “America’s Sweetheart,” divorced husband 
and co-founder Douglas Fairbanks in the late '20s and retired from 
active screen work. She now lives in her palatial Hollywood manor 
“Pickfair” with second husband Buddy Rogers. 


Chaplin Barred From U.S. 


Fairbanks, who won fame and plenty of cash as the screen’s 
most eminent swashbuckler, died in 1939. His widow was the former 
Lady Ashley, who later married—and divorced—Clark Gable. 


Chaplin, generally considered one of the screen’s greatest comic 
geniuses, was barred from returning to the U.S. in 1953 and has 
since resided in Switzerland with wife Oona and six children. He 
made millions of dollars—and has held onto his wealth. 


David Wark Griffith is another—more pathetic—story. With his 
“Birth of a Nation” in 1914, Diréctor Griffith helped to give the 
screen a soul; his camera methods, once considered revolutionary, 
are standard practices today. 


He died in 1948, obscure and forgotten. The coming of sound 
finished his career, and he passed away resenting an industry whose 
art he had helped develop and whose financial rewards he had never 
learned to hold onto.

During a recent visit to At 
lanta, Ronald Reagan, who is 
program supervisor, host and 
frequently star of the Sunday 
night dramatic series that bat- 
tles the Dinah Shore Show for 
top TV rating, disclosed that the 
Tennessee thrush is “tough com 
petition.” 


“Don’t get me wrong,” Rea 
gan said. “Dinah is a wonder- 
ful girl whe does a fine job, 
and I wish her all the best.” 


Reagan pointed out that his GE 
Theater was topped by Dinah’s 
only twice last season. Both times 
Roy Rogers was the guest star. 
When Miss Shore's husband, 
George Montgomery, star of Cim- 
@rron City, starred on the GE se- 
ries, it topped Dinah in the Neil- 
gon rating. 


TOP RATINGS 


Prior to the GE series’ debut 
five years ago, there was no pro 
gram offering 30-minute weekly 
dramatic fare, he said. Over the 
years, the show has achieved a 
prestige in the business that 
makes it an eager target for top 
stars. (The program’s lineup has 
included 23 Academy Award wil- 
ners.) 


Reagan is the first to admit 
that the show has not always 
achieved its goal of intimacy. 
But, because of past experience 
and ‘valuable lessons” learned 
by experimenting,. the series con- 
sistently has got top ratings. 


The actor revealed that he 
hopes to star in a movie soon, 
provided the right script can 
be found. He’s reading several 
now.
